PUTS AND CALLS. 


The Supreme court has legalized trading in 
“puts and calls” on the board of trade. Justice 
McReynolds, who delivered the court’s opinion, 
said the tax on this type of trading as fixed in the 
grain futures act is not a true tax but a subter- 
fuge for abolishing puts and calls. Accordingly, 
that section of the act was declared void, and the 
beard of trade; which had once voluntarily given 
up dealing in puts @nd calls, promptly resumed 
activity along the old lines. 

We expect a great cry to arise from some 
of the farm leaders as a result of the court’s de- 
cision. After years of agitation, the future trad- 
ing bill was passed. ‘It was intended to curb the 
stain gamblers: who were supposed to be gouging 
the farmers: Before it was passed it was hailed 
ag a sure thing for' the farmer. 

Bince the grain futures act. became law the farm- 
ers have not grown prosperous. Some of them, 
‘notably the farmers of the corn belt, have suffered 
severe reverses. Puts and calls did not cause their 
difficulties and neither did any of the other specu- 
lative practices of the boards of trade. In the long

year anh in any previous year in its 
history. Our world commerce Was a 
}large factor in establishing prosperity 
at home, while at the same time it 
aided the economic recovery of other 
countries. 

While the monetary value of our, for- 
eign commerce was exceeded in the post- 
war boom of 1919 and 1920, that was 
the result of inflated prices and the vol- 
ume of commodities exchanged was less. 

While our exports last year expanded 
measurably, compared with 1924, our im- 
ports made a greater increase. This 
reflects an approach to a more nearly 
normal balance, with improving condi- 
tions abroad. We were able to meet 
foreign competition in the world mar- 
kets, while at the same time we ab- 
sorbed a vast amount of foreign goods 
without harm to our own industries. : 


Big Imerease Over 1924. 


The total value of our international 
trade last year was $9,132,969,221, an 
increase of $932,022,797 over 1924. Our 
exports last year were $4,908,743,259, a 
gain of $317,759,414, while Sur imports 
Were $4,224,225,962, an increase of $614,- 
263,383. ‘Therefore, although our favor- 
able balance of trade last year was the 
comfortable amount of $684,517,297, this 
fell considerably below the favorable 
balance of $981,021,266 incurred in 1924. 

“The figures demonstrate complete re- 
covery of the trade of the United States 
from /Athe war depression and the ad- 

vancement of its trade to levels far above 
ose of prewar years,” Secretary 
Hoover explained. “None of the other 
great combatant trading countries has 
been able to do so well. They have a 
trade volume that in monetary ue 
may equal prewar, but because of the 
higher price level now prevailing their 
trade volume is smaller in quantity than 
during prewar years.” 


Demand for Credit Lessens. 


Sharp contraction in the demand for 
credit following the year end settle- 
ments and disbursements is shown in 
the weekly report of the federal reserve 
system. As a result, the position of the 
system shows further strengthening. 
Within the last week aggregate loans 
dropped $87,706,000, and open market 
bills declined $17,381,000. Note circula- 
tion fell $44,344,000 and deposits declined 
| $4,228,000, 

As a result of these changes the sys- 
term's ratio of reserves to liabilities rose 
to 72.7 from 70:2 per cent in the pre- 
ceding week. Gold and total reserves 
increased $55,013,000 and $67,813,000 re- 
spectively. At New York loans declined
